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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's argument regarding prior art did not appear to be 
commensurate in scope with the claims and the prior art since the claims encompass a large portion of ethylene oxide 
and ion content and do not require the discussed partitioning of the polyurethane between the water and oil phase. 
Applicant's proposed corrections to the 112 rejections appear to overcome these rejections, namely A) changing 
"obtainable" to "obtained" b) reciting that the claimed molecular weights are "number average" which is accepted by 
the office to be well known and understood of these particular molecular weight ranges of polyols, and c) changing "if 
appropriate" to "optional". Applicant's representative and examiner discussed that claim 2, component b1) depends 
from claim 1 b1) and thus reads on "at least 500 g/mol" to 2000 established as upper limit in claim 1 since claim 2 must 
further limit claim 1..
